Gileadeuse  3vj,  balsam  Peru  3ij,  gum  guaicum  3ij,  castor  3U ;  which  articles  or 
ingredients,  being  mixed,  compounded,  and  prepared  according  to  medical  art, 
do  form,  produce,  or  make  the  said  Invention.  -
